That's the question to which the 
western democracies want a quick 
answer. And presumably, by 
the 
same token. Rusia would like to 
know whether the western dem oc­ 
racies are going to try to upset the 
Communist apple-cart within

If there is to be an all-out war 
of ideologies, then we may be sure 
that the world will again find itself 
wallowing in the slough of despond. 
Communism and western democracy 
cannot live together within the same 
country.
